
Business owner 
opposes filming

Johnson and Burnett Productions 
and its location manager David 
Doumenge met opposition from a 
local businessman when they de¬ 
cided to shoot a Hallmark commer¬ 
cial in the downtown area of Sierra 
Madre Boulevard last Friday. 

The production company was 
given permission to rent eight park¬ 
ing spaces outside and 40 spaces in 
back of retailer Gerspach and Cecil, 
which they almost entirely remod¬ 
eled to make it look like a Hallmark 
product store. The project, which 
began as early as 7 a.m., was pro¬ 
jected to be complete by 7 p.m. 

“When they film here, it’s disrup¬ 
tive to the downtown business com¬ 
munity,” said Jerry Meyer, owner of 


Paper Palace which is located across 
the street from where filming was 
done. “If they film on Baldwin Av¬ 
enue, you can cut my business by 25 
percent on a daily basis. If they film 
on Kersting Court, you can cut it to 
50 percent. If they film across the 
street, I might as well close. 

“Unless they wanted to film at 
night or come on a Sunday or Mon¬ 
day when I’m not open, it’s a differ¬ 
ent story. But I’m not going to incon¬ 
venience my customers by closing 
my store to make room for them to 
film a commercial,” Meyer added. 

A west, the city’s film coordina¬ 
tor, said that in order for a produc¬ 
tion company to get a film permit, 
they need 75 percent approval of 
businesses within 500 feet of the 
filming.

City Administrator 
Sean Joyce reviewed the 
rate increase and com¬ 
pared the additional dump¬ 
ing fees with other land¬ 
fills. Joyce also compared 
fees for the u.se of addi¬ 
tional bins from other ven¬ 
dors and concluded that 
the rates were reasonable. 

A major revision was 
made to the film policy. A 
clause in the introduction 
of the policy was removed. 
The removed clause 
stated, “Should approval 
not be obtained (from 
neighboring residents), 
written consent may be 
waived under certain cir¬ 
cumstances approved by 
the city.” The removal of 
this clause brings the right 
for filming to the affected 
property owners. A clause 
will replace the removed 
one which reiterates the 
policy that 75 percent of 
residents within 500 feet of 
the requested site for film¬ 
ing must consent before 
filming can occur. 

The city council will 
submit this change to the 
California Film Commis¬ 
sion who will in return 
have 30 days to comment.

The Sierra Madre City 
Council passed a six per¬ 
cent rate increase for 
Western Waste refuse cus¬ 
tomers. Discussion of the 
increase was held in the 
last two city council meet¬ 
ings. 

Western Waste had re¬ 
quested a rate increase 
based on three factors. 
The amount included the 
cost of living increase of 
1.24 percent and a fee for 
additional disposal of bins 
attributing 1.46 percent. 
Additional bins were being 
used by the city for dump¬ 
ing tree trimmings and 
concrete from the curb re¬ 
moval process. These ad¬ 
ditional bins contributed to 
3.3 percent of the increase. 

As part of the rate in¬ 
crease, which was passed 
for two years, a temporary 
clause was written in for 
the 3.3 percent additional 
bins costs. The temporary 
increase is good for the 
next 12 months. During 
this time frame, the city 
hauler will monitor the use 
of the additional bins. If 
the city uses less amount 
of bins, the increase will

Califomia-TBke a Lesson 

Dear Editor, 

I have been a California native my whole life and very 
thankful to have been raised in a state that is innovative 
and accepting. But I have just gone through an experi¬ 
ence that has made me also question the rat race, the 
striving and the things we take for granted in this won¬ 
derful state of ours. The violence has become common. 
The sensational has become customary and tragedy has 
become mundane. 

Our family just experienced the tragedy that you at¬ 
tribute to others but not to yourselves. David, my hus¬ 
bands nephew and only twenty-seven years old, died in 
an airplane crash on May 16, in Louisiana. We grieved, 
we cried and we made reservations to fly to a state not 
previously visited, to attend funeral services. He was 
loved very much and his lose was heavy to us all. 

I did not expect the loss to affect the people of Shreve¬ 
port and Bozer City Louisiana however. Yet that is what 
was experienced. One of the locals said that Louisiana 
was just now coming into the nineteenth century. Well 
if people respected others and shared in their sadness 
back then, California would do well by digressing a bit 
and taking a lesson from Louisiana. 

When the funeral procession started the first thing we 
noticed was the police force. This was the actual police 
mandated by the city and not a special service “hired” 
for funeral. But more impressive was the officers that 
had stopped traffic in order to let the procession pass. 
They stood with their hands over their hearts until we 
had passed. Still this is not the most surprising display 
of respect. The citizens themselves would pull over to 
the side of the road or highway on both sides of the street 
and many got out of the car to acknowledge our loss and 
stand with their hand over their heart as well. To expe¬ 
rience that kind of respect and caring on this day and age 
by people whom we had never met and probably never 
would brought profound gratitude and comfort deep in 
the soul. 

California has many attributes that will continue to 
keep me living here. But its unfortunate that we have 
lost some of the respect and caring that was evident out 
of state. Yes I understand that we have many more 
people and logistically speaking it would be difficult. It 
was difficult for them too but they did it anyway out of 
respect for a fellow human being. It was nice to know 
they cared.

Foothill 
Boulevard - 
1923

In September, 1923,1 bought my first automobile. It 
was a fancy job, beautiful touring car originally owned 
by Milton Sills, star of the old silent day movies. I 
needed transportation, as I was living in Hollywood and 
my girl friend had lately come to Pasadena from 
Blackfoot, Idaho, where we had met the previous win¬ 
ter. I really didn’t need that kind of a car, but I was young 
and foolish. (I have had lots of company in my long life.) 

I had never driven a car so I took a few lessons on 
Hollywood Boulevard, of all places. I apparently took 
too few lessons as I had an accident on my first trip to 
Pasadena. Right on Hollywood Boulevard, on a busy 
Saturday afternoon, I ran into one of those old buses run 
by the Ocean Park Bus Company. I busted the gas tank, 
the passengers got off, and if looks could kill I would 
have been an exceedingly dead young man. The bus ran 
in front of me and made a sudden stop, so it wasn’t re¬ 
ally my fault. By some miracle I never heard a word 
about the accident. I made it to Pasadena without fur¬ 
ther mishap and had no more trouble in the short time I 
owned the car. 

Then began my acquaintance with Foothill Boule¬ 
vard. For some reason it appealed to me and many eve¬ 
nings, Saturday afternoons and Sundays, Pluma and I 
cruised along this wonderful old street, so different now. 
Beginning at Altadena Drive and going east, the road 
was lined with little roadside stands. They all sold much 
the same thing, avocados, at one dollar each, citrus fruit, 
dates and other dried fruits, walnuts, and jars of honey. 
They also did a thriving business in grape juice. These 
were Prohibition times and I am sure that most of the jugs 
contained wine in a very short time. There seemed to 
be a quick turnover of the glass jugs and their liquid con¬ 
tents. 

Along this stretch of road, almost rustic highway, 
there were many stands of a similar nature, but the larg¬ 
est and perhaps the most complete was located at the 
northeast comer of Double Drive and Foothill Boule¬ 
vard. It went under the name of ‘The Slemons Tribe.” 
As I remember, at least a portion of it was under a palm 
frond roof. They sold everything the other stands sold, 
but they had one item that was a best seller. It was a huge 
glass of orange juice, mixed with crushed ice. Some¬ 
times it was called “orange sliuh.” It w^ delicioijl 
cheap. ' * 

Our rides sometimes took us out on Highway 66. Just 
west of the San Gabriel River and on the north side of 
the highway was a six or eight-sided structure of cobble¬ 
stones. It was called “Honeyville,” and we went there 
many times. While gazing at the mountains and enjoy¬ 
ing the balmy autumn air we ate hamburgers and drank 
orange juice. I sometimes wonder if we knew what we 
ate, and, as corny as it sounds, sometimes we just sat and 
held hands. 

It doesn’t seem possible that Foothill Boulevard was 
once what it was in those long ago times. In 1923, Colo¬ 
rado Street was also Highway 66, and carried most of 
the traffic. Foothill Boulevard was a country lane in 
comparison. I have no idea when it started to change, but 
when it did it was a rapid process, and of course, the war 
made the biggest change of all. Many things have hap¬ 
pened since those dreamy days of 1923. The stock mar¬ 
ket crash, the Depression, the wrenching 1930’s, wars 
and social upheavals have occurred. Now, it seems all 
so far away and long ago, those days on Foothill Boule¬ 
vard. It was a special time, and being young and deeply 
in love made it a time to remember.

Our sniff of the week is Billecart-Salmon Brut Rose. 
It is delicate yet refined. The color is gorgeous, the nose 
delicious. It is my second favorite champagne to 
Roederer Cristal and half the price. It is made of 60% 
Pinot Noir and 40% Chardonnay, in the “dump” style 
bottle (short and stout with a short narrow neck). 

Billecart-Salmon is one of the great champagne 
houses. This small family firm has been producing high 
quality champagne for two centuries at Mareuil-Sur Ay. 
Their grapes are purchased from Grand Cm vineyards 
in the Montagne de Reims and the Marne Valley. They 
have long term contracts for their grapes (from 5 to 50 
years or more) but the blend is all their own. The de¬ 
sign of the labels and the making of Bme Rose date from 
the early 1800’s. 

It is now at a bargain price at Wally’s in Westwood 
at $29.99 a bottle (usually $40.00). Call 8(X)-8Wallys 
to order. A hike, but well worth the trip.

hardly a shack. It is in the 
heart of old town, on Colo¬ 
rado, has a decidedly 
pseudo-arty interior.

Representing a diverse class of 75 different nation¬ 
alities, Arcadia High School Valedictorians June Chang 
and Grace Chen told their classmates, families and

Chen wanted to become a valedictorian because she 
feels “really in touch with my classmates” and that she 
can speak for them as she has grown up in Arcadia and 
has been active in numerous organizations and has held 
several elected positions. Most recently she served as 
the student representative to the Arcadia Board of Edu¬ 
cation.

On the other hand, Chang leans toward a career in medi¬ 
cine and will major in biology or biological engineer at 
the University of California, San Diego. 

As to why they did so well academically during their 
high school careers, Chen said she wants to learn, not 
really for the grade but for the knowledge.

Out of 5,095 signatures submitted to the city of 
Arcadia in May, 4,018 of them were pronounced valid 
in L.A. County, according to Neighbors for Arcadia 
president. Dr. Robert Ellison. 

A minimum of 3893 signatures, (or 15% of the vot¬ 
ing populace in Arcadia) were required to put the issue 
of the Santa Anita Entertainment Complex to a vote by 
the public, said Ellison. 

The Neighbors organization was notified of the va¬ 
lidity of their signatures on Saturday, June 8. The next 
step is for City Clerk June Alford to certify this item to 
the Arcadia City Council no later than July 2. 

According to Ms. Alford, once the item is certified 
to the council, they can request a report. After this, they 
must call an election or adopt the initiative ordinance. 
“Our organization is jubilant about this,” Ellison stated.

1918 The US Army builds Ross Field (balloon 
observation training school) on land that had been 
part of Baldwin’s racetrack. 

1918 Arcadia dedicates its first City Hall. 

1920 Arcadia’s population triples to 2,239. 

1920 Arcadia forms a unified high school dis¬ 
trict with Monrovia and Duarte (MAD High 
School). 

1923 Anita Baldwin disbands her Anoakia 
Stock and Breeding Farm and begins to sell sec¬ 
tions of West Arcadia land for development. 

=4 1924 Arcadia’s first movie theater is built on 
Huntington Dr. between Santa Anita & First. 

1925 Santa Anita Riding & Hunt Club is granted 
permission for a bridle trail up Santa Anita Ave. 

1926 Arcadia now has 54 miles of paved streets. 

1927 Holly Avenue School is built. 

1927 Santa Anita Dam is completed. 

1927 Arcadia Rotary Club is formed. 

1928 The Arcadia City Directory lists 13 dair¬ 
ies, 3 blacksmith shops, 153 poultry breeders and 
10 chicken hatcheries in the area. 

1929 Clara Baldwin Stocker dies.

On Saturday, June 29, 1996 at 6 p.m. 
the Sierra Madre Fire Department will be 
celebrating their 75th Anniversary with 
an old time Fire Engine Parade starting at 
Laurel and Baldwin. The paiade will pro¬ 
ceed south on Baldwin through Kersting 
Court and west on Sierra Madre Blvd. to 
Memorial Park located next to the City 
Hall. Presently, there are over twenty 
agencies scheduled to participate. Imme¬ 
diately after the Parade there will be a 
party in Memorial Park which will feature 
food, drink, live music, dancing and a Fire 
Engine display area as the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department celebrates this historical 
event. 

Detailed below is a brief history of the 
Sierra Madre Fire Department. A more 
detailed version is contained in a recently 
published Sierra Madre Fire Department 
Journal which will be on sale in Memo¬ 
rial Park after the parade. 

As is the case in the establishment of 
many fire departments throughout the 
country, the formation of sierra Madre 
Fire Department was the direct result of 
a major fire. In the early morning hours 
of a cool and crisp January morning in 
1921 fire destroyed the town’s bakery. 
The merchants of the community quickly 
recognized that there was a need to pro¬ 
vide better fire protection for the commu¬ 
nity. 

Since that early morning fire in Janu¬ 
ary 1921, the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment has had a long and proud tradition 


of providing the highest quality of com¬ 
munity service possible to the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre. Throughout the past 75 
years, the members of the Department 
have been totally unselfish in their dedi¬ 
cation of volunteering their time to pro¬ 
vide a truly unique service to the commu¬ 
nity. The founding members of the De¬ 
partment could not possibly visualize 
what they were establishing and what the 
Department would be like today. How¬ 
ever, each member who has passed 
through the doors of the firehouse during 
the past 75 years has played a major role 
in the history of this wonderful Depart¬ 
ment. On this 75th Anniversary we thank 
each and every one of these members and 
acknowledge their contributions to the 
Department. 

In addition to the past and present 
members, there are many individuals who 
have contributed to the success of the 
Sierra Madre Fire Department.

Lizzie^s Tirail lim Update 

Firefighteis rally at 
Lizzie's lo f igm forest 
files in 1920’s 


by Dr. William White 

In researching the his¬ 
tory of Lizzie’s Trail Inn 
we found the following 
information about 
firefighting. 

1881 - There was a se¬ 
rious fire at the mouth of 
the Sierra Madre Canyon. 
Everyone was a 
firefighter. 

1901 - First Fire Bri¬ 
gade helped the Forest 
Service (then the San Gab¬ 
riel Timberland Reserve) 
in putting out fires in the 
mountains. There were 15 
volunteers from Sierra 
Madre. They received 
firewood in lieu of pay. 

1881-1921 - “Sierra 
Madre Tract firefighters - 
everyone was a volunteer. 


Church bell was rung to 
call every man to grab an 
axe, bucket, hatchet or 
broom. By 1909 the seri¬ 
ous need aroused citizens 
but the city was unable to 
finance any equipment so 
the village carried on. 

1920’s - When there 
was a fire in the mountains 
Lizzie’s Trail Inn was the 
rallying spot for the 
firefighters in the 1920’s. 

“When a call came the 
first firefighters would 
bring shovels, pitch forks, 
etc., and check in at 
Lizzie’s Trail Inn, sign 
name, time of arrival, etc., 
and be paid 35 cents an 
hour.” 

When we brought our 
recently uncovered infor¬ 
mation to Jim Heasley for 


comment. Jim Heasley 
said, “Packers would get 
50 cents an hour to pack 
supplies to the fire lines.” 
The “pack trains” from Si¬ 
erra Madre packed sup¬ 
plies which included shov¬ 
els, rakes and axes and 
food to the men on the fire 
line. They fought forest 
fires by putting dirt on the 
fire (no helicoper water 
dumps back then), making 
fire breaks and by the care¬ 
ful use of backfires. 

Jim remembers taking 
supplies to a fire behind 
Monrovia about 1929. Jim 
Heasley was about 14 
years old then and he re¬ 
members he was paid his 
full 50 cents an hour adult 
wge for working the pack 
train with Charlie Chantry. 

Jim will never forget 
the trip working with 
Charley Chantry and Jim 
Sinnett. They packed all 
night with a string of

mules and burros with 
food and equipment for the 
firefighters on the line. 
They used the light of the 
moon. It was important to 
get supplies to the fire line 
as quickly as possible. 
They were packing from 
the Circle “C” Ranch 
(Corum’s - located on the 
Sturetevant Trail about 
where Camillo Drive is 
now). Corum’s had a con¬ 
tract with the forest service 
to provide packing ser¬ 


vices whenever a fire 
broke out in the moun¬ 
tains. At this time Charley 
Chantry, apparently no 
longer in business at 
Sturtevant and Canon, was 
working the Corum Ranch 
while the Corums were 
away. Jim said Charley 
Chantry had his big horse 
“Manzanita” - I had my 
little horse “Ginger” and 
we took about 10 burros 
and mules.

Jim Heasley, Jr. (age 80), 
and his wife Barbara now 
live in Sierra Madre just a 
few blocks from the Old 
Mt. Wilson Trail.
